The  amount  of  ignorance  preva* ' 
log  on  these  colonies  is  appalling  and  tl 
counter  attractions  oi  New  Zealand  and  the 
United  States  must  necessarily  render  emi 
gration  bom  England  very  slow.    The  chief 
hope  of  inorease,  for  some  years  at  least, 
will  be  through  California,  and  to  some  ex- 
tent from  Canada  and  Australia.   But  the 
free  and  assisted  passage*,  with  bind,  grant- 
ed to  emigrants  going  to  New  Zealand  and 
the  State*  are  drawing. the  masses  from 
Europe  almost  sntirely  to  these  parts 
will  go  on  doing  all  I  can  for  your  colonies 
and  if  the  pubfio  get  to  know  where  they 
are,  it  will  be  something.    The  disputes  in 
Vancouver  Island  and  the  massacres  in  Brit 
isb  Columbia  are  doing  harm  to  the  country 
here,  in  weakening  confidence.   It's  a  hard 
job,  even  oould  I  beir  the  necessary  expense 
to  get  people  interested  in  us  under  present 
circumstances.

While  on  the  subject  of  the  Western  Aus-

It  is  a  subject  ef  congratulation  tha't  yonr 
Excellency  has  so  promptly  pressed  oo  the 
opening  of  the  interior  communications,  on 
whieh  so  much  of  the  success  of  the  country 
depends,  and  tbat  tbe  establishment  of 
direct  steam  communication  with  Panama  is 
te  form  part  of  our  legislation.  We  am  tbe 
less  inolined  to  lament  the  financial  circum- 
stances at  home,  wbioh  have  impeded  tbe 
foil  issue  of  our  latest  loan,  in  tbat  they  will, 
we  trust,  hare  been  tbe  means  of  enabling 
Tour  Excellency,  besides  completing  tbe 
works  now.  en  bend  to  open  up  »  line  of  road 
which  will  iaduce  tbe  main  traffic  of  toe 
new  and  important  gold  mining  region  of 
Kootenay  to  pass  through  tbe  interior  ol  onr 
own  territory.  , 

The  anmerous  and  important  subjects  laid 
down  tor  the  legislation  of  the  coming  year 
will  bare  oar  anxious  and  undivided  atten- 
tion. 

Witb  regard  to  tbe  partial  resolutions  of 
the  Legislature  of  tbe  neighboring  oclooy,  in 
favor  of  Union  on  specific  terms,  whiuh  your 
Excellency  baa  been  graciously  pisaaei}  to 
promise  to  lay  before  this  Council,  we  Can- 
not disguise  from  Your  Excellency  tbat  we 
ssa  no  reason  for  changing  the  opinion  deli- 
berately and  unanimously  expressed  by  tbe 
late  Coancil  in  the  resolution  of  tbe  last 
Session,  transmitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment, than  an  union  wiih  the  neighboring 
Colony  wonld  be  inexpedient  and  disadvan- 
tageous to  British  Columbia,  a  view  in  wbioh 
we  are  glad  to  see  Your  Exoellenoy  concurs.
